ORGANIZATION 

OF  THE  CITY  GOVERNMENT 


Tuesday,  March  25,  1924. 

At  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  above  date, 
members-elect  of  the  city  council  for  the  municipal 
year  of  1924  and  the  members  from  the  previous 
council  met  for  organization  at  the  city  council 
room  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  city  charter. 

The  oath  of  otfice  was  administered  to  the 
Mayor-elect,  Hon.  Charles  H.  Perkins  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  Theo  S.  Jewett,  Esq. 

And  the  City  Solicitor  administered  the  oath  of 
office  to  the  following  councilmen-elect,  viz :

Prayer  was  then  offered  by  the  Rev.  James  Nel- 
son Seaver,  after  which  the  Mayor  delivered  his 
inaugural  address. 


INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 

OF 

HON.  CHARLES  H.  PERKINS 
March  25,  1924. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Council: 

In  assuming  this  office  for  the  second  time,  I 
wish  to  express  to  you  and  the  peojDle  of  Laconia  my 
appreciation  of  the  honor. 

I  assure  you  I  feel  if  a  privilege  to  work  for  our 
city  and  shall  do  my  hest  to  merit  the  confidence 
of  those  who  have  shown  me  such  generous  sup- 
port. 

We  meet  today  to  commence  the  work  of  an- 
other year  and  to  pledge  ourselves  to  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  varied  duties  required. 

In  our  membership  we  miss  the  faces  of  three 
with  whom  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  associate.  I 
refer  to  Councilmen  Barlow  and  Brodhead,  who  are 
to  reside  out  of  the  wards,  and  to  Councilman  Huse, 
who,  after  several  years  of  service,  felt  that  he  must 
be  excused.  I  hope  it  will  be  possible  for  them  to 
visit  us  often.  In  their  i)laces  we  greet  Councilmen 
Hayford,  Shannon  and  Stone. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  called  upon 
to  mourn  twice  with  our  nation.  First  because  of 
thedeat  h  of  President  Warren  Gamaliel  Harding 
and  later  by  the  death  of  Ex-President  Thomas 
Woodrow  Wilson. 
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With  our  state  we  have  been  called  upon  to 
mourn  because  of  the  death  of  a  citizen,  Ex-Gover- 
nor Henry  Brewster  Quinby,  who  for  many  years 
was  prominent  in  our  community  life. 

In  the  death  of  a  life-long  resident,  Charles  W. 
Vaughan,  we  mourn  the  loss  of  a  member  of  our 
first  city  government,  one  of  New  England's  bright- 
est editors  and  one  always  loyal  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  city. 

At  the  time  of  the  destructive  fire  that  swept  over 
our  neighl)oring  village  of  Canaan  it  was  our  privi- 
lege to  assist  in  the  hour  of  need. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  some  facts  in  con- 
nection with  our  city  life. 

During  the  past  year,  five  dedications  and  re-ded- 
ications have  taken  place,  the  Laconia  High  School, 
Laconia  Hospital,  Salvation  Army  and  the  First 
Methodist  Episcopal  and  Christian  Churches. 

The  city  has  had  the  privilege  of  entertaining 
several  large  conventions  and  many  delegate  bodies. 
Our  central  location  together  with  our  accommoda- 
tions and  attractions  are  making  our  city  a  very 
desirable  meeting  place. 

While  business  conditions  have  not  been  at  all 
normal  the  past  year  our  Building  and  Loan  Asso- 
ciation and  Savings  Banks  have  received  over  $480,- 
000.00  in  net  deposits  and  net  real  estate  loans  for 
over  ,$510,000.00  made.  It  is  worthy  of  note,  that 
while  our  savings  were  only  2^4  per  cent,  less  than 
the  previous  year,  the  real  estate  loans  were  260 
per  cent,  more  than  the  year  before. 

While  it  is  not  possible  to  analyze  the  above 
figures,  it  certainly  does  indicate  a  very  sound  con- 
dition. With  investments  in  bonds  and  other  se- 
curities, the  indications  are  that  they  are  bought 
to  quite  an  extent  by  the  small  investor,  while  in  the 
case  of  real  estate,  new  houses  and  the  changing  over 
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of  houses  to  accomodate  more  people  is  being  done 
with  the  result  that  oitr  housing  conditions  are 
being  steadily  improved. 

In  addition  to  new  business  property  either  in 
process  of  construction  or  l)eing  considered,  the  La- 
conia  Savings  Bank  and  the  City  Savings  Bank  are 
each  remodeling  their  buildings  and  about  doubling 
their  areas. 

Three  of  our  public  service  corporations  will  this 
year  undertake  extensive  iinproveinents.  Our  Tel- 
epiionc  Company  has  in  process  plans  for  practi- 
cally doubling  their  present  capacity  and  also  im- 
proving the  service  with  modern  equipment. 

The  Laconia  Gas  &  Electric  Company  will  soon 
have  brought  to  us  2000  more  H.  P.  of  electric  cur- 
rent, which  will  increase  our  manufacturing  possi- 
bilities, and  the  Laconia  Water  Company  will  lay 
another  main  pipe  line  from  the  corner  of  Clinton 
and  Mechanic  streets  to  the  corner  of  Messer  and 
Oak  streets  and  connect  with  branch  lines,  thereby 
adding  greatly  to  the  security  of  a  large  section  of 
our  territory. 

As  our  annual  reports  for  the  past  year  are  at 
hand  and  the  several  departments  of  our  city  have 
made  very  complete  reports  and  recommendations 
I  will  refer  you  to  them  for  your  consideration  and 
only  take  u\)  briefly  a  few  matters. 

BOARD   OF   PUBLIC    WORKS 

If  you  have  followed  the  policy  of  our  board,  you 
will  have  noted  their  plan  for  steadily  improving 
the  conditions  of  the  departments  under  their  care. 
The  projects  of  this  year  will  be  conducted  along  the 
same  lines.  We  should  meet  with  the  board  at  an 
early  date  to  consider  this  year's  plan,  to  enable 
them  to  purchase  needed  supplies  so  that  the  work 
agreed  upon  may  not  be  delayed. 
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DEPARTMENT    OF    EDUCATION 


With  the  completion  of  our  high  school  building 
and  its  equiijment  we  have  added  greatly  to  the  ad- 
vantages of  our  young  people.  It  also  becomes  a 
community  center  to  which  we  can  all  go  and  meet 
each  other  in  inatters  of  common  interest. 

We  have  believed  in  maintaining  a  department 
that  would  rank  well  with  the  best  in  our  state. 
Naturally  its  expenses  have  increased,  but  its  af- 
fairs have  been  conducted  at  a  very  reasonable  cost 
as  comi^ared  with  other  cities  and  the  higher  sal- 
aries of  nearby  states  with  which  we  have  to  com- 
pete. Our  school  advantages  have  received  much 
favorable  comment  and  should  attract  to  our  city 
people  who  have  the  best  interests  of  their  families 
in  mind  and  who  will  themselves  be  of  the  best  type 
for  our  varied  industries. 

PARK    COMMISSION 

The  increased  value  of  the  work  of  this  commis- 
sion has  again  beeii  proven  by  the  interest  taken  in 
the  proper  care  and  supervision  of  the  children.  In 
addition  to  the  pleasure  given,  the  children  are 
taught  many  useful  things.  Much  has  been  done  in 
the  past  year  to  improve  the  grounds,  particularly 
at  Opechee  Park.  New  equipment  has  been  added 
to  that  of  both  Leavitt  and  Opechee  play  grounds. 
The  work  has  now  reached  such  proportions  that 
better  conveniences  are  needed  to  properly  care  for 
the  children.  Plans  will  be  presented  a  little  later 
for  your  study  and  co-operation. 

FIRE    DEPARTMENT 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  busiest  in  the 
history  of  the  department.  But  during  this  time, 
while  cities  and  towns  all  .around  us  have  suffered 
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severely  by  fire,  Laconia  has  not  inet  with  aiiy  great 
loss. 

Good  fortune  may  account  for  a  part  of  this,  but 
good  work  by  the  department  is  responsible  for  a 
great  deal  more.  Several  fires  started  in  places 
where  but  for  prompt  action  there  would  have 
been  much  loss  of  property.  Our  present  equip- 
ment is  in  good  condition  and  our  new  alarm  sys- 
tem has  added  greatly  to  the  service.  What  is  now 
really  needed  in  equipment  is  a  motorized  ladder 
truck.  With  this  we  should  be  placed  in  a  posi- 
tion to  meet  any  emergency. 

POLICE    DEPARTMENT 

Reference  to  the  report  of  this  department  will 
enable  you  to  see  something  of  its  value.  The  past 
year  with  its  heavy  automobile  traffic  created  a  sit- 
uation hard  to  handle.  At  certain  hours  on  the 
main  street  and  in  certain  sections  it  was  only  by 
the  utinost  care  that  accidents  were  avoided.  We 
should  work  with  the  department  the  best  we  can 
as  like  conditions  will  have  to  be  met  this  coming 
season. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  signal  system 
of  this  department.  It  is  in  bad  shape  and  is 
neither  adequate  nor  reliable.  It's  improvement 
would  mean  added  protection  to  our  city. 

BOARD   OF    HEALTH 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  depart- 
ment, I  would  call  your  attention  to  its  recoinmen- 
dation  in  relation  to  the  isolation  hospital.  This 
hospital  has  been  of  much  service  in  the  past  but 
at  this  time  it  is  not  in  proper  condition  to  care  for 
patients  in  case  of  an  epidemic.  Its  location  is  not 
what  it  should  be.  The  trustees  of  the  Laconia 
Hospital  have  generously  offered  us  a  site  on  their

grounds,  where,  if  occasion  required,  nursing  and 
medical  care  could  be  given  immediately.  Such 
quick  action  might  be  of  the  greatest  value.  I  would 
recommend  that  the  buildings  and  such  portion  of 
land  as  is  not  needed  for  grading  be  sold  and  that 
the  city  build  on  the  lot  above  mentioned  a  suitable 
building  for  isolation  purposes. 

,  TAXES 

Last  year  we  had  over  $30,000.00  to  pay  from  our 
appropriations  which  on  the  previous  year  had  been 
available  for  general  improvements.  Two-thirds  of 
this  sum  was  applied  to  the  first  payment  of  our 
school  bonds  and  interest.  Because  of  the  general 
business  conditions  we  did  not  feel  warranted  in  in- 
creasing the  tax  rate  and  the  departments  worked 
with  us  loyally. 

This  year  we  have  a  new  condition,  occasioned 
by  the  income  tax. 

We  do  not  know  at  this  time  the  amount  of  reve- 
nue this  tax  will  return  to  the  city,  but  it  should  re- 
flect itself  in  a  reduction  of  the  tax  on  properties 
that  have  formerly  borne  the  whole  burden. 

We  hope  we  may  not  only  relieve  the  burden  as 
previously  borne  but  secure  funds  to  improve  other 
conditions. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  looking  forward  to  a  busy 
and  jjleasant  year  and  ask  of  you  each  close  co-op- 
eration that  together  we  may  give  to  Laconia,  our 
"City  on  the  Lakes,"  the  best  possible  return  for  the 
confidence  placed  in  us.  I  thank  you  for  your  at- 
tention.

When  bills  are  certified  to  as  above,  and  left 
with  the  City  Clerk  not  later  than  Thursday  at  12 
o'clock  M.,  preceding  the  last  Monday  of  each 
month,  they  will  be  audited  by  the  committee  on 
accounts  and  claims,  and  if  approved  by  them  and 
allowed  by  the  Council,  will  be  ready  for  payment 
on  the  following  Wednesday,  at  the  office  of  the  City 
Treasurer. 

Meetings  of  the  committee  on  accounts  and 
claims  are  held  on  Friday  preceding  the  last  Mon- 
day of  each  month  at  7:30  o'clock  P.  M.,  at  the  City 
Clerk's  office.

Department  Reports 


REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

The  School  Board  herewith  submits  its  annual 
report.  Attention  is  called  particularly  to  the  re- 
port of  the  Superintendent  which  discusses  in  detail 
the  operation  of  our  educational  system,  the  work 
of  the  teachers  and  our  needs  for  the  future. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  fiscal  year  of  the  school 
district  closes  on  the  thirtieth  of  June  and  the  fiscal 
year  of  the  city  closes  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  Febru- 
ary, there  is  bound  to  be  always  some  confusion  with 
regard  to  the  ground  covered,  particularly  that  re- 
lating to  finances.  The  School  Board  a  year  ago 
submitted  to  the  City  Council  a  very  carefully  pre- 
pared budget  which  estiinated  the  need  of  an  appro- 
priation of  $110,000  for  school  purposes.  The  ap- 
propriation made  was  $100,000,  the  request  of  the 
Board  being  cut  to  the  extent  of  $10,000.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  there  was  a  deficit,  as  we  expected, 
of  approximately  $7,600.  This  last  year  we  re- 
quested of  the  City  Council  an  appropriation  of 
$110,000  and  were  cut  to  $105,000.  Request  was 
made  of  us  by  the  City  Council  not  to  exceed  our 
appropriation.  The  City  Council  was  advised  that 
it  would  be  impossible  to  conduct  the  schools 
throughout  the  year  on  the  sum  granted.  We  now 
have  five  more  months  to  operate  for  the  current 
year,  and  it  is  already  apparent  that  the  appropria- 
tion will  be  insufficient  to  meet  the  needs.  In  accord- 
ance with  the  request  of  the  City  Council,  we  hereby 
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notify  you  that  the  money  raised  for  the  needs  of 
the  schools  will  be  insufficient  to  complete  the  year, 
and  if  you  desire  to  make  no  further  appropriation 
the  schools  will  have  to  be  closed  commencing  about 
June  first.  In  view  of  existing  conditions  it  is  nec- 
essary for  school  boards  to  make  their  contracts 
with  teachers,  their  contracts  for  supplies,  for  fuel 
and  for  all  other  service  in  the  spring  of  the  year. 
These  contracts  were  all  made  by  the  School  Board 
last  spring  before  the  City  Council  got  around  to 
consult  with  us  as  to  our  needs  Our  requests  of  the 
Council  were  based  on  actual  contracts  made  and  on 
figures  which  could  not  be  varied.  Nevertheless,  the 
cut  in  the  estimate  was  made  by  the  Council,  and 
we  shall  abide. by  the  result,  if  the  City  Council  de- 
sires to  take  the  responsibility. 

Of  course,  one  of  two  courses  should  be  pursued. 
Either  the  City  Council  should  demand  an  estimate 
of  the  School  Board  early  enough  in  the  season  so 
that  if  proposed  contracts  are  not  to  be  approved, 
that  disapproval  should  be  known  before  the  con- 
tracts are  executed,  or,  the  contracts  having  been 
made  the  City  Council  should  appropriate  sufficient 
funds  with  which  to  meet  them. 

Not  one  dollar  of  the  school  money  is  being  ex- 
travagantly used.  There  are  many  things  which 
our  school  system  needs  which  we  have  denied  our- 
selves because  of  the  increased  expense  incurred 
through  the  construction  of  the  new  high  school 
building  and  the  consequent  annual  heavy  demand 
for  payment  of  principal  and  interest  thereon. 

There  has  been  considerable  local  disturbance 
and  discussion  over  various  matters  pertaining  to 
the  school  system  during  the  current  year  by  the 
general  public,  based  unfortunately  practically 
wholly  on  misrepresentation  and  ignorance  of  the 
facts.     The  public  has  been  informed  many  times 
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that  the  meetings  of  the  School  Board  are  open  to 
anyone,  and  that  they  are  held  monthly  at  the  office 
of  the  superintendent  in  the  new  high  school  build- 
ing on  the  Monday  preceding  the  last  Monday  in 
each  month,  generally  at  7:30  in  the  evening.  Dur- 
ing the  last  year  no  member  of  the  public  has  at- 
tended any  one  of  the  meetings.  Therefore,  no 
member  of  the  public  was  in  possession  of  first- 
hand information  of  facts  relating  to  the  school 
system,  which  would  have  been  readily  available  by 
attendance  at  School  Board  meetings.  The  rules 
of  the  board  and  the  rules  governing  teachers  have 
been  adopted,  and  are  printed  and  are  available  to 
anyone  on  request  made  of  the  Superintendent.  It 
is  always  to  be  hoped  that  in  a  matter  of  such  vital 
interest  to  the  people  of  Laconia  as  their  public 
schools,  constructive  criticism  may  be  had,  but  that 
it  may  always  be  based  on  an  adequate  foundation 
of  the  facts  and  not  upon  rumor  and  prejudice.

Comparison  of  the  enrolment  of  last  year  with 
that  of  the  year  ending  June  30,  1923,  shows  that  the 
number  in  the  grades  last  year  was  nineteen  less 
than  in  the  previous  year,  while  the  high  school  en- 
rolment was  34  larger,  and  the  number  in  the  even- 
ing school  was  81  larger  than  for  the  previous  year. 

There  were  but  two  changes  in  the  teaching  staff 
last  year:  One  elementary  teacher  was  given  per- 
mission to  resign  to  accept  a  much  better  position 
financially  in  another  state;  one  teacher  in  the  High 
School  gave  up  teaching  during  the  year.

Many  pupils  in  the  elementary  grades  failed  of 
promotion  because  of  sickness,  frequent  moving  and 
change  of  schools,  backwardness  and  slow  mental 
developinent,  and  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  English 
language.  I  repeat  my  recommendation  of  one 
year  ago,  "These  children  should  be  in  classes  by 
themselves  where  special  work  could  be  given  them 
that  would  meet  their  needs."  Laconia  owes  these 
children  the  best  possible  development  that  they  are 
capable  of. 

Failures  in  the  upper  grades   are   due   to   these 
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same  reasons,  and  to  a  spirit  of  restlessness,  "I'll- 
get-by-somehow,"  or  "I-don't-care"  attitude. 

Parents  by  their  co-operation  with  the  School 
can  help  in  correcting  and  improving  these  condi- 
tions. 

Comparison  with  the  averages  for  all  of  the  high 
schools  in  the  state  are  given  for  the  last  five  years.

Five  memhers  of  last  year's  teaching  staff  sev- 
ered their  connection  with  the  school  last  June: 
Miss  Ames  accepted  a  teaching  position  in  Porto 
Rico  and  Mr.  Dumont  one  in  New  Britain;  Mr. 
Chadbourne  and  Mr-  Clark  accepted  business  posi- 
tions; while  Mr.  Downs  returned  to  Tufts  College 
as  graduate  manager  of  athletics.  Miss  Mary  Fair- 
man,  a  graduate  of  Rhode  Island  College  of  Educa- 
tion, was  elected  assistant  in  English;  Richard  G. 
Wood,  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth  with  post-graduate 
studv  at  Harvard,    succeeded    Mr.    Chadbourne    in 
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History.  Mr.  Royce,  for  a  number  of  years  in  charge 
of  the  Apprentice  Department  at  the  B.  &  M.  shops 
at  Concord,  and  Mr.  Olsen,  who  had  been  con- 
nected with  the  cabinet  department  at  the  Laconia 
Car  Company,  were  elected  instructors  in  the  Me- 
chanic Arts  Department.  Harold  T.  Fernald,  a  res- 
ident of  Laconia  and  a  graduate  of  New  Hamp- 
shire University,  succeeded  Mr.  Downs,  Miss 
Knight,  a  graduate  of  the  Physical  Education  De- 
partment of  New  Haven  Normal  School,  was  added 
to  the  teaching  staff  as  instructor  in  physical  educa- 
tion for  girls  and  assistant  in  domestic  science. 

Registration  in  the  High  School  for  this  year  is 
as  follows:

The  total  enrolment  in  the  High  School  is  about 
the  same  as  it  was  last  year  at  this  time.  There  are 
more  pupils  in ,  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Grades, 
while  the  enrolment  in  the  Senior  High  School  is 
approximately  50  less  than  it  was  last  year.  A  large 
number  of  boys  and  girls  did  not  return  to  school 
in  the  fall  and  30  have  withdrawn  since  the  opening 
of  school 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  mortality  among  our 
High  School  pupils  is  so  great.  Of  course  several 
withdraw  from  school  because  of  removal  from  La- 
conia but  altogether  too  many  leave  because  of 
lack  of  interest  in  securing  an  education.  Parents 
are  asked  to  co-operate  with  the  teachers  in  "selling" 
the  need  of  an  education  to  the  boys  and  girls  of  the 
community. 

Recently  letters  were  sent  to  100  business  men 
of  Laconia  inviting  them  to  inspect  the  building 
and  the  school  work.  Six  men  showed  their  in- 
terest and  expressed  themselves  as  well  repair  for

their  efforts.  The  result  during  American  Educa- 
tion Week  was  practically  the  same. 

Delegations  from  several  towns  have  inspected 
the  building  and  many  inquiries  have  been  received 
from  towns  where  the  erection  of  a  new  building 
is  contemplated. 

Last  fall  a  model  of  the  High  School  building 
was  shown  as  a  part  of  the  New  Hampshire  exhibit 
at  Springfield,  Mass.  Later  the  model  was  shown 
in  Concord  and  Manchester. 

Our  graduates  are  entering  post-secondary  in- 
stitutions in  increasing  numbers  and  most  of  them 
are  bringing  credit  to  themselves  and  to  the  High 
School  by  the  grade  of  work  they  are  doing. 

Interest  in  debating  has  grown  in  the  last  few 
years.  Last  year  under  the  skilful  direction  of  Mr. 
Freedman  our  teams  won  the  Walter  M.  Parker 
Cup  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

Work  in  all  departments  has  improved  over  last 
year.  Our  teachers  are  faithful  in  their  efforts  for 
the  welfare  of  our  boys  and  girls  and  deserve  the 
co-operation  and  support  of  parents  and  citizens.

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At  the  Academy  Street  School  Miss  Dodge  and 
Miss  Ramsay,  graduates  of  Keene  Normal  School, 
succeeded  Miss  Pierce,  who  was  married,  and  Mrs. 
Murrii},  who  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  Berlin. 
Repairs  were  made  on  this  building  last  summer 
so  that  it  is  now  cleaner  and  in  better  condition 
tlian  it  has  been  for  a  long  time. 

Owing  to  the  state  of  the  finances  and  to  the  fact 
that  a  smaller  enrolment  was  anticipated  it  was  de- 
cided to  discontinue  one  school  at  Batchelder  Street. 
Relief  for  the  overcrowded  conditions  in  Grades 
Three  and  Four  at  Academy  Street  and  Grade  Five 
and  Six  at  Batchelder  Street  should  be  provided  an- 
other year. 

No  repairs  at  the  Batchelder  Street  building  will 
be  necessary  this  year. 

The  same  teachers  at  Harvard  Street  returned 
this  year.  Interest  and  school  spirit  here  are  espe- 
cially good.  During  American  Education  Week 
there  were  nearly  300  visitors  to  these  schools  The 
jjhysical  condition  of  the  building  is  good. 

A[  Gilford  Avenue  Miss  Alice  Abbott,  a  graduate 
of  Salem  Normal  School,  took  the  place  of  Mrs.  Eph- 
lin,  who  resigned  to  return  to  her  home  in  Texas. 
The  number  in  each  of  these  rooms  is  too  large  and 
some  change  must  be  made  another  year.  Another 
room  can  be  opened  here  or  a  part  of  the  children 
can  be  sent  to  Academy  Street  and  to  Batchelder 
Street.  Both  the  exterior  and  the  interior  of  this 
building  should  be  painted  another  summer. 

The  only  repairs  needed  at  the  Mechanic  Street 
building  is  a  new  fence  on  the  west  side  of  the 
school  lot.  Miss  Edna  Gouin  succeeded  Miss  Mar- 
garet Davis  in  grade  one  and  two.  Miss  Gouin  is  a 
Plymouth  graduate.  There  was  an  enthusiastic 
gathering  of  parents  at  this  building  one  evening  in 
the  Fall.     Gatherings  of  this  kind  during  the  year 
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when  questions  of  importance  could  be  discussed 
would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  school  and  the  com- 
munity. 

Similar  repairs  were  made  at  the  Washington 
Street  building  and  Mechanic  Street  building  last 
summer.  At  this  building  a  program  dealing  with 
problems  of  interest  to  the  public  was  given  before 
a  large  audience  during  Education  Week.  Teach- 
ers appreciate  attendance  at  such  meetings  but  need 
the  co-operation  of  parents  at  all  times.  Miss  Bald- 
win accepted  a  position  in  Massachusetts  and  her 
place  was  taken  by  Miss  Ruth  N.  Kelley,  a  graduate 
of  Keene  Normal  School. 

Mrs-  George's  family  at  The  Weirs  numbers  only 
12  now.  However,  Mrs.  George  and  her  boys  and 
girls  are  as  happy  and  enthusiastic  as  ever.  There 
is  always  a  splendid  spirit  here.  This  building 
should  be  painted  this  year  and  it  may  have  to  be 
shingled. 

New  textbooks  in  Arithmetic,  English,  Spelling, 
and  Geography  were  introduced  in  the  Fall.  These 
books  together  with  considerable  new  reading  ma- 
terial have  aroused  interest  among  the  pupils  in 
their  work. 

Evening  School 

Miss  Blanche  Weymouth,  who  has  been  Director 
of  Americanization  for  several  years,  gave  up  the 
work  in  order  that  she  might  spend  the  winter  sea- 
son in  Florida.  Mr.  Royce,  in  machine  shop  prac- 
tice, is  the  only  new  teacher.  The  enrolment  has 
been  175  this  year.  The  interest  on  the  whole  has 
been  good  and  the  work  of  the  classes  has  been 
satisfactory. 

Health 
Miss   Eva   Nelson,   who    has    had    considerable 
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training  and  experience  in  public  health  work,  suc- 
ceeded Miss  Heney  upon  her  marriage.  The  work 
has  been  carried  along  on  similar  lines  to  that  of 
former  years,  although  the  epidemic  this  winter  had 
broken  into  the  routine  work  of  the  nurse  to  a  con- 
siderable degree.  A  good  nurqber  of  corrections 
have  been  made  along  different  lines.  The  great 
need  now  is  a  dental  clinic. 

Music  and  Art 

Many  favorable  comments  are  heard  upon  the 
drawing  work  done  by  our  pupils.  Often  a  boy  or 
girl  with  a  highly  developed  artistic  temperament  is 
found  and  an  attempt  is  made  to  encourage  the  de- 
velopment of  this  quality 

Choral  work  and  instrumental  work  among  our 
High  School  pupils  is  not  developed  as  fully  as  pos- 
sible. Provision  should  be  made  for  these  features 
in  the  program  of  the  school. 

ReCOM  MENDATION  S 

I  would  repeat  the  need  of  special  classes  for 
those  who  for  various  reasons  are  over-age  for  their 
grade. 

One  or  two  kindergarten  classes  would  be  desir- 
able although  other  needs  are  more  urgent. 

Greater  co-operation  between  the  homes  and  the 
schools  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  schools. 
This  might  come  about  through  organization  of 
parent-teacher  associations. 

There  are  in  each  graduating  class  a  few  boys 
and  girls  who  are  unable  to  continue  their  educa- 
tion for  financial  reasons.  The  Woman's  Clubs  of 
Laconia  and  Lakeport  are  doing  a  splendid  work 
with  their  scholarship  funds.  Here  is  an  oppor- 
tunity for  individuals  and  for  other  organizations 
to  render  assistance  to  deserving  boys  and  girls. 
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Full  benefit  of  the  school  plant  cannot  be  secured 
until  the  land  in  the  rear  of  the  High  School  build- 
ing has  been  developed  into  a  playground  with  pro- 
vision for  the  athletic  contests  of  the  school. 

A  motion  picture  machine  w^ould  be  a  welcome 
addition  to  the  equipment  of  the  school.  Here  is 
an  opportunity  for  some  one  to  provide  proper  en- 
tertainment and  educational  advantages  for  the 
school. 

Conclusion 

I  have  endeavored  to  present  conditions  as  they 
exist  in  our  school  in  a  brief  form.  I  believe  that 
the  new  system  of  organization  will  bring  good  re- 
sults, as  it  has  done  in  many  places  throughout  the 
United  States.  Our  teachers  are  faithful  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties  and  are  becoming  bet- 
ter qualified  by  attendance  at  summer  schools  and 
by  extension  work. 

Constructive  criticism  and  suggestions  for  the 
improvement  of  the  schools  are  always  welcome. 
The  citizens  of  Laconia  are  urged  to  visit  the  schools 
and  to  inform  themselves  of  conditions  as  they 
really  exist  so  that  their  judgment  may  be  unbiased 
and  unprejudiced. 

Our  boys  and  girls  and  our  teachers  deserve  the 
loyal  support  of  this  entire  community.  By  this 
means  only  can  we  build  better  for  the  future. 

We  are  all  very  grateful  to  the  members  of  the 
School  Board  for  their  efforts  in  behalf  of  the 
schools.

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  for  your  consid- 
eration the  annual  report  of  the  condition  and  oper- 
ation of  the  Fire  Department  for  tlie  year  ending, 
February  15,  1925. 

During  the  past  j^ear  the  Fire  Department  re- 
sponded to  fifty-six  box  alarms  and  one  hundred 
and  sixty-seven  still  alarms. 

The  following  improvements  have  been  made  in 
our  Fire  Alarm  System: 

One  four-circuit  repeater  complete  cost  $1,500.00. 

Four  miles  No.  8  fire  alarm  wire  installed  by  La- 
conia  Gas  &  Electric  Co. 

Two  automatic  fire  boxes;   one  at  Lakeport  sta- 
tion and  one  at  Laconia  station.  Cost  $400.00  each. 

Eighty  F.  I.  P.  storage  battery  cells;  one  protec- 
tive board  or  lightning  arrester. 

Changing  the  fire  alarm  system  on  the  outside  to 
four  circuits. 

Installing  six  fire  alarm  boxes  at  a  cost  of  $150.00 
each. 

The  total  cost  amounting  to  $3,700  00. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  of  more  fire  alarm  boxes 
throughout  the  city,  and  I  would  recommend  that  a 
few  be  installed  each  year.  His  Honor,  the  Mayor, 
and  Council  have  been  interested  in  this  very  im- 
portant system.     They  have  voted  to  install  two  fire 
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alarm  boxes  at  The  Weirs,  running  two  lines  of 
wires  five  miles,  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $1,900.00. 
I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Brock- 
ington  and  his  assistant,  Mr.  Fisher,  for  their  in- 
terest in  our  fire  alarm  system.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  purchase  of 
a  suitable  ladder  truck,  motor  driven. 

The  Lakeport  Fire  Station  should  be  made  wider, 
and  for  better  accomodation,  for  fire  service,  there 
should  be  one  more  door,  covering  space  for  a  lad- 
der truck. 

Several  fire  alarm  boxes  should  be  installed  on 
various  streets,  this  year;  one  box  near  Cross  Street 
and  Whipple  Avenue;  one  box  near  Edwards  Street 
and  Province  Street;  one  box  on  Warren  Street;  one 
box  at  the  corner  of  Sheridan  and  Appleton  Streets; 
one  box  near  the  Gas  Works  on  Messer  Street;  one 
fire  box  at  Laconia  High  School  yard,  and  one  box 
on  Academy  and  Beech  Streets. 

Pneumatic  tires  should  be  mounted  on  the  motor 
truck  at  the  Central  Station;  also  one  thousand  feet 
of  fire  hose  must  be  purchased  this  year.

TWENTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


Laconia,  N.  H.,  Feb.  13,  1925. 
To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

We  would  respectfully  submit  for  your  consider- 
ation, the  twenty-fourth  annual  report  of  the  De- 
partments under  our  supervision,  including  a  tran- 
script of  the  detailed  reports  and  recommendations 
of  the  City  Engineer,  Street  Commissioner  and  Sup- 
erintendent of  Sewers. 

The  Board  acknowledges  co-operation  of  your 
honorable  body  in  matters  of  appropriations  and  ad- 
vice during  the  year,  and  is  pleased  to  report  that 
substantially  all  work  authorized  and  provided  for, 
has  been  accomplished,  with  the  exception  of  the 
recovering  of  concrete  sidewalks,  which  the  con- 
tractor failed  to  complete. 

Gilford  Avenue,  from  Union  Avenue  to  High- 
land Street,  and  Elin  Street  from  Fairmount  to 
School  Street  have  been  surfaced  with  bituminous 
macadam,  and  also  about  a  quarter  mile  on  South 
Main  Street,  from  Grant  southeasterly,  the  latter  be- 
ing constructed  in  conjunction  with  the  State,  be- 
ing a  part  of  the  Rocky  Pond  Road,  so  called,  the 
trunk  line  highway  leading  from  Laconia  to  Con- 
cord, via  Belmont. 

Granite  block  paving  on  Water  Street,  has  been 
continued  to  the  Railroad  Crossing.     New  surface 
drains,   sidewalks,   etc.,  built   during   the  year,   are 
shown  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner. 
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A  very  persistent  public  demand  has  arisen  of 
late,  for  m,ore  snowr  enioval,  and  the  ploughing  out 
of  our  principal  thoroughfares,  so  as  to  permit  the 
use  of  tomor  vehicles  during  the  winter  season. 

In  recognition  of  this  demand,  we  took  the  mat- 
ter up  with  your  body  at  the  January  meeting,  with 
the  result  that  it  was  decided  to  authorize  the  pur- 
chase of  suitable  equipment  to  clear  the  streets. 

You  committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges,  together 
with  the  Board,  decided  upon  a  Sargent  Plow,  driv- 
en by  a  Best,  60,  Tractor,  as  a  satisfactory  equip- 
ment, and  after  satisfying  themselves  by  witnessing 
actual  demonstrations  of  its  work  upon  the  local 
roads  and  streets,  decided  to  purchase.  It  is  hoped 
and  expected  that  the  benefits  derived  from  its  use 
will  justify  its  cost,  especially  in  the  matter  of  the 
additional  fire  protection  afforded  to  certain  sec- 
tions, otherwise  inaccessible  during  several  months 
of  the  year,  so  far  as  use  of  our  motorized  fire  appa- 
ratus is  concerned. 

In  the  matter  of  recommendations  for  new  work 
for  the  ensuing  year,  we  would  call  your  attention 
to  Fair  Street  Bridge.  The  Street  Commissioner 
reports  this  structure  in  very  poor  condition  and  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  a  two-span  steel  structure 
having  a  concrete  floor  and  supported  by  a  center 
pier,  should  be  erected  this  year. 

According  to  the  provisions  of  House  Bill  No.  90, 
now  pending  in  the  Legislature,  there  will  become 
available  from  the  State,  $12,500.00  during  1925  and 
1926,  for  the  continuation  of  bituminous  macadam 
construction  on  the  highway  from  the  Mathes  place 
on  North  Main  Street  to  the  New  Hampshire  State 
School,  providing  a  like  amount  is  appropriated  by 
the  City.  If  this  bill  is  enacted  into  law,  we  would 
recommend  that  the  necessary  appropriation  be 
made  by  the  City,  that  is,  $6,250.00  for  each  year. 
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It  is  expected  that  Trunk  Line  Construction 
Funds  up  to  $5,000.00  from  the  State,  will  also  be 
available  to  continue  construction  on  the  Rocky 
Pond  Road,  so  called,  provided  that  the  City  quali- 
fies with  a  like  appropriation,  and  we  recommend 
that  this  proposition  be  provided  for. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  we  would  suggest  that 
some  macadam  work  within  the  residential  section 
of  the  City  be  authorized  and  a  deserving  list  of 
streets  needing  early  construction  is  offered  in  the 
report  of  the  Street  Commissioner. 

It  is  our  belief,  that  the  extension  of  the  Sanitary 
Sewer  system  is  vitally  important,  and  we  hope  ap- 
propriations may  be  granted  to  do  some  of  this 
work  the  coming  season. 

The  report  of  Prof.  Fletcher,  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  to  the  Mayor,  relating  to  sanitary  condi- 
tions at  the  Weirs,  is  printed  herewith,  and  we  earn- 
estly recommend  that  you  give  this  matter  most 
serious  consideration,  for  in  our  opinion,  the  time 
has  come,  for  some  affirmative  action. 

We  endorse  the  Coinmissioner's  suggestions  that 
surface  drains  are  badly  needed  on  Walker,  Endi- 
cott.  School,  North,  Sheridan  and  Belvidere  Streets. 

We  recommend  the  following  general  appropria- 
tions :

The  three  wooden  bridges  still  remaining  are  in 
a  poor  condition  and  must  be  rebuilt  or  replaced 
with  more  permanent  structures  very  soon.  The 
Fair  Street  bridge  is  in  the  worst  condition.  The 
Church  Street  bridge,  should  the  tracks  of  the  street 
railway  be  removed,  could  be  repaired  so  as  to  give 
several  years  more  service  before  a  new  bridge  is 
built.  The  Mill  Street  bridge  is  poorly  located,  the 
street  is  contracted  more  than  one  half  its  width  by 
encroaching  buildings  and  the  east  approach  is  on 
such  a  steep  grade  that  it  does  not  seem  advisable 
for  the  city  to  build  a  permanent  structure  at  this 
point.  A  bridge  from  Arch  Street  to  Somes  Court 
may  be  the  solution  of  this  problem. 

The  Wairs  Channel  bridge,  when  the  rails  of  the 
car  track  are  removed,  can  be  repaired  to  give  serv- 
ice for  a  while. 

The  bridge  over  the  B.  &  m.  r.  r.  on  Endicott 
Street  is  inadequate  and  unsafe  but  is  the  property 
of  the  railroad  and  must  be  maintained  by  them  ac- 
cording to  a  recent  decision  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Supreme  Court.

DRAINS 

The  Gilbert  Brook  improvement  was  continued 
from  the  west  side  of  Main  Street,  across  Main  and 
Pine  Streets  in  a  reinforced  concrete  culvert, 
through  private  land  to  Cottage  Street  and  from 
Cottage  Street  to  Jolliette  Street  in  a  metal  pipe. 
The  existing  culverts  at  Cottage  and  Jolliette  Streets 
were  improved  to  correspond  with  the  new  struc- 
ture. A  balance  of  $1,672.67  is  available  toward 
continuing  this  conduit  to  and  across  Dolloff  Street. 
This  extension  would  permit  the  construction  of  the 
drainage  system  for  Baldwin,  Lovell,  Merrimac  and 
Warren  Streets  through  Dolloff  Street  to  the  im- 
proved waterway. 

I  wish  to  renew  my  recommendation  for  an  ap- 
propriation for  drains  in  Walker,  Endicott,  School, 
North,  Sheridan  and  Belvidere  Streets. 

MAINTENANCE    OF   BITUMINOUS    MACADAM 

The  cost  of  maintaining  103,203  sq.  yds.  of  bi- 
tuminous macadam  built  previous  to  1924,  exclusive 
of  state  roads  was  $6,625.40,  or  six  and  four-tenths 
cents  per  sq.  yd.  which  is  above  the  yearly  average. 
A  considerable  proportion  of  this  cost  is  due  to  the 
poor  condition  of  the  tracks  of  the  Laconia  Street 
Railway  in  the  streets  where  this  type  of  pavement 
is  in  use. 

PURCHASE  OF  TOOLS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

Althoughanitemof $4,000  was  included  in  the  ap- 
propriation for  this  department  for  the  purchase 
of  tools  and  equipment,  it  was  thought  inadvisable 
to  use  this  sum  for  that  purpose  in  view  of  the  re- 
duction in  the  item  for  general  repairs  and  mainte- 
nance which  was  made  by  the  City  Council. 

The  Federal  4-ton  truck  bought  in  the  early 
spring  of  1917  has  reached  the  stage  where  repair 
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costs  are  excessive  and  I  would  recommend  the  ex- 
change of  this  machine  for  lighter  trucks. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  make  extensive  re- 
pairs to  the  10-ton  Buffalo-Pitts  roller  which  has 
been  in  service  since  1907, 

This  department  is  badly  handicapped  for  garage 
room  for  the  storage  and  repair  of  trucks  and  equip- 
ment. 

SANITARY  SEWERS 

No  appropriation  was  made  for  the  construc- 
tion of  sanitary  sewers  with  the  exception  of  an 
amount  to  pay  for  some  of  the  material  for  the  pro- 
posed North  Main  Street  sewer.  There  are  several 
petitions  asking  for  sewer  extensions,  but  no  funds 
were  provided. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  have  made  a  study 
of  the  problem  of  sewerage  at  the  iWeirs  and  have 
made  a  recommendation  together  with  a  partial  esti- 
mate of  cost,  for  a  system  for  collection  and  dispo- 
sal,   (see  appendices). 

The  City  has  purchased  the  land  at  Endicott  Park, 
so  called,  for  a  site  for  a  tank  and  disposal  works. 

It  is  probable  that  the  cost  of  a  complete  sewage 
system  at  the  Weirs  would  be  in  the  vicinity  of 
$30,000  and  I  recommend  that  the  City  raise  the  re- 
quired funds  and  construct  the  system  this  coming 
season. 

The  usual  amount  of  maintenance  was  given  the 
sewage  system  and  many  more  Carolina  Polars, 
causing  damage  to  the  sewers,  were  removed. 

SIDEWALKS 

Asphaltic  sidewalks  were  built  on  Jackson  Street, 
Lakeside  Avenut  at  the  Weirs,  Church  Street  at  the 
corner  of  Union  Avenue,  Union  Avenue  from  Jewett 
Brook  to  High  School  lot. 

Walks  were  regraded  and  surfaced  in  conjunc- 
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tion  with  street  improvements  on  Gilford  Avenue 
and  Water  Street.  The  sidewalk  on  Main  and  Canal 
Streets  at  the  new  Piscopo  building  was  removed 
and  resurfaced  with  Granolithic,  the  City  paying 
less  than  half  the  cost  of  this  improvement. 

But  little  recovering  of  old  sidewalks  was  accom- 
plished owing  to  the  absence  of  the  contractor  from 
the  City. 

PLUMBING 

This  department  issued  permits  for  and  inspected 
123  jobs  of  plumbing  during  the  year. 

STATE  ROADS 

Construction:  A  section  of  the  Rocky  Pond 
Road,  so  called,  on  South  Main  Street  from  Grant 
Street  southerly  was  constructed  of  bituminous  ma- 
cadam at  a  total  cost  of  '^5,408.94  one  half  of  which 
amount  was  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Maintenance:  The  usual  maintenance  work  was 
done  on  the  Daniel  Webster  Road  and  on  North 
Main  Street.  In  addition  a  reinforced  concrete  cul- 
vert was  built  on  the  Daniel  Webster  Road  near 
Stark  Street. 

ENGINEERING 

Surveys  and  estimates  for  various  projects  were 
made  including  the  Rocky  Pond  Road,  Sewer  Sys- 
tem at  the  Weirs.  Streets  were  surveyed,  plans  and 
descriptions  for  street  lay-outs  were  m,ade  and  j&led. 

Surveys  were  made  for  the  extension  of  the  Gil- 
bert Brook  improvement  and  right  of  way  or  ease- 
ments were  obtained  through  private  property. 

GENERAL 

All  the  work  provided  for  by  appropriations  was 
completed  with  the  exception  of  recovering  side- 
walks as  heretofore  noted. 
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But  little  new  equipment  was  bought  as  explained 
in  a  previous  paragraph  but  money  should  be  pro- 
vided for  a  change  in  motor  trucks  as  our  old  four- 
ton  Federal  truck  is  practically  worn  out. 

Funds  should  be  provided  to  improve  and  resur- 
face Messer  Street,  Fair  Street,  South  Main  Street 
from  Providence  to  Grant  Streets,  Pine  Street  from 
Main  to  Baldwin  Street  and  to  continue  Elm  Street 
westerly.

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report 
after  due  study  of  the  problem  of  sewage  disposal 
at  The  iWeirs: 

The  inspection  made  on  September  22d.,  with 
yourself,  members  of  the  Council,  the  City  Engineer 
and  Health  Officers,  by  Dr.  Howard  (chemist  and 
head  of  division  of  chemistry  and  sanitation,  State 
Board  of  Health),  Mr.  A.  H.  Fletcher,  Sanitary  En- 
gineer, and  the  writer,  revealed  to  all  concerned  the 
outstanding  features  of  the  situation  and  an  idea  of 
the  difficulties  of  the  problem.  One  of  these  diffi- 
culties lies  in  the  fact  that,  during  seven  or  eight 
months  of  the  year,  there  are  probably  less  than  200 
people  to  be  served  by  any  sewage  disposal  system; 
but  during  the  other  four  or  five  months  this  resort 
for  conventions  and  excursionists  may  have  to  ac- 
commodate crowds  wliich  have  been  estimated  as 
high  as  10,000  people. 

Referring  brietly  to  the  existing  conditions  which 
have  made  remedial  measures  a  necessity,  we  need 
only  note  that  the  raw  sewage  from  a  part  of  this 
district  has  been  for  some  years  discharged  directly 
into  the  lake  in  plain  view  from  the  railroad,  and 
the  steamboat  landing;  that  the  discharges  from 
the  inadequate  toilets  in  the  railroad  station  dropped 
directly  into  the  lake  between  high  and  low  water 
levels;  that  there  is  little  definite  knowledge  of  the 
lines  and  grades  of  the  sewerpipes  that  have  been 
laid,  and  no  system  by  which  the  sewerage  can  be 
delivered  at  a  single  suitable  outfall;  that  the  wastes 
from  some  dwellings,  discharged  into  cesspools,  or 
directly  on  to   the  ground,  were  creating  nuisance 
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which  gave  great  offense;  and  that  the  time  had 
come  for  a  careful  investigation  to  discover  some 
plan  for  a  comprehensive  system  of  disposal  of  the 
wastes  of  the  entire  district. 

On  October  9th  and  10th  the  writer  and  Mr.  A.  H. 
Fletcher  conferred  with  the  City  Engineer  who  fur- 
nished an  old  blue-print  map  of  the  street  lay-out 
of  the  Weirs  and  allowed  us  to  obtain  from  insur- 
ance maps  the  location  and  number  of  hotels,  resi- 
dences, cottages,  buildings  of  the  Veterans  Associa- 
tion encampment,  etc.  He  also  gave  us  the  aid  of 
his  surveying  force  by  which  sutricient  profile-level- 
ing was  done  on  Lakeside  Avenue  and  the  Camp 
Ground  to  make  it  evident  that  an  intercepting 
sewer  laid  in  Lakeside  Avenue  from  north  to  south, 
could  be  led  into  a  septic  tank  located  on  the  park 
space  at  Endicott  Rock,  the  effluent  from  which 
could  be  discharged  into  the  lake  near  the  bridge. 
Right  here  it  may  be  well  to  explain  (what  may  be 
already  understood)  that  ordinary  domestic  sewage, 
detained  in  a  tight  tank  from  6  or  8  to  24  hours,  un- 
dergoes a  "digestion"  which  changes  40  to  60  per 
cent,  of  the  solid  constituents  into  gasses  and  water. 
The  effluent  is  then  nearly  clear  and  inoffensive  to 
sight  and  smell  but  yet  contains  about  half  of  the 
original  solid  matter  in  a  dissolved  state,  and  may 
contain  germs  of  disease,  such  as  typhoid,  etc.,  if  any 
were  in  the  sewage.  This  raised  the  question  of 
chlorination  of  the  effluent  as  a  final  precaution, 
and  led  to  an  investigation  of  practicable  devices  for 
applying  chlorine  to  the  effluent  under  the  widely 
varying  conditions  of  very  small  and  very  large 
volume  of  discharge.  A  discussion  of  the  desira- 
bility, not  to  say  necessity,  for  such  precautionary 
treatment  belongs  proi)erly  to  the  separate  report 
from  Dr.  Howard. 

On  October  28th,   the  writer,  with  Dr.  Howard 
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and  Mr.  A.  H.  Fletcher,  while  en  route  to  another 
objective,  stopped  at  The  Weirs  to  inspect  particu- 
larly the  vicinity  of  the  railroad  station  and  steam- 
boat landing.  The  City  Engineer  happened  to  be 
there  and  gave  opportunity  to  consider  figures  re- 
garding the  water  supply  and  toilet  facilities  which 
he  had  already  given  us  by  mail  in  response  to  in- 
quiry. 

GENERAL  PROPOSAL 

From  the  figures  and  other  informatioa  thus  re- 
ceived and  duly  considered,  Mr.  A.  H.  Fletcher  has 
drafted  plan  and  profiles  to  indicate  a  possible  scv.- 
erage  system  adapted  to  collect  the  sewage  and  de- 
liver it  into  a  tank  where  partial  purification  may 
be  effected  by  natural  process  as  before  stated. 
In  studying  a  plan  and  method  for  ultimate  disposal 
of  the  sewage,  the  aim  has  been  to  adapt  it  to  the 
limited  and  variable  requirements  of  this  outlying 
district  of  the  city  by  means  which  will  be  as  sim- 
ple and  as  little  expensive  cs  is  consistent  with  the 
reasonable  prescriptions  of  [he  science  of  sanitation. 
The  drawings  show  that  the  main  sewer  on  Lakeside 
Avenue,  laid  in  a  trench  three  and  one-half  to  four 
feet  deep,  may  have  a  grade  nowhere  less  than  0.5 
per  cent,  or  6  inches  per  100  feet.  Since  house  sew- 
age generally  has  a  temperature  of  about  50  degrees 
F.  there  is  no  danger  of  freezing  under  the  condi- 
tions stated;  provided  always  that  the  manholes 
have  tight  covers  and  that  all  surface  water  and 
rain  water  from  roofs  are  rightly  excluded.  And, 
right  here,  it  is  presupposed  that  the  proposal  is  for 
a  pipe  sewer  laid  with  cemented  joints  to  exclude 
ground  water,  so  far  as  possible,  and  that  the  house 
plumbing  is  modern  enough  to  be  fairly  fool-proof, 
so  as  not  to  admit  garbage  or  rubbish  or  any  hard 
material  which  could  not  pass  through  the  trap  of 
the  bowl  of  a  toilet  closet. 
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It  is  also  presupposed  that  this  main  sewer  will 
be  built  in  conformity  with  the  standards  of  modern 
practice,  with  a  manhole  at  each  intersection  by  a 
branch  sewer,  and  that  the  alinement  between  man- 
holes will  be  straight,  and  established  on  a  strictly 
uniform  grade. 

Also  the  understanding  is  that  this  report  simply 
proposes  or  suggests  the  general  features  of  the  sys- 
tem, adapted  to  accomplish  the  end  in  view  in  the 
most  direct  way;  and  that  the  entire  responsibility 
for  the  execution  of  the  work  will  rest  with  the  City 
Engineer  and  the  authority  under  which  he  acts. 
All  questions  relating  to  the  inclusion  of  branch 
sewers  and  details  of  the  treatment  of  the  Camp 
Ground  problem,  are  here  given  only  such  attention 
as  their  relation  to  the  general  scheme  demands. 
Ultimate  decision  on  such  questions  must  be  given 
by  the  city  authorities. 

THE    SEPTIC   TANK 

The  grade  of  the  main  sewer  shown  on  the  pro- 
file drawing  is  determined  by  the  necessity  of  hav- 
ing the  inlet  of  the  sewer  into  the  tank  at  a  height 
sufiicient  to  allow  the  tank  to  be  set  entirely  above 
the  level  of  the  surface  of  the  lake.  This  is  to  avoid 
possible  trouble  from  ground  water  in  placing  the 
concrete  for  the  floor  of  the  tank.  The  height  from 
the  foundation  bed  to  the  inlet  is  seven  and  one- 
half  feet,  including  thickness  of  the  floor.  The  tank 
may  be  set  lower  down  and  a  slight  increase  in  the 
grade  of  the  sewer  secured,  if  the  risk  of  trouble 
from  ground-water  is  accepted. 

The  determination  of  the  size  and  proportions 
of  the  septic  tank  involved  a  careful  inquiry  into  the 
conditions  aff'ecting  the  x>robable  amount  of  sewage 
to  be  treated.  The  insurance  maps  represent  about 
200  buildings  in  the  district,    including    dwellings. 
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stores,  cottages,  bungalows,  and  buildings  in  the 
Veterans'  Encampment;  also  five  buildings  rated  as 
hotels.  Information  from  one  of  the  older  perma- 
nent residents  was  to  the  effect  that  an  average  of 
six  persons  for  each  dwelling  would  be  a  great  over- 
estimate. Allowing  this,  however,  because  of  pos- 
sible crowding  in  of  visitors  on  occasions,  we  would 
have  1,200  persons  under  roof.  The  largest  hotel 
is  said  to  accommodate  300  when  full,  and  the  next 
smaller  (Lakeside  House)  from  120  to  140.  The 
other  hotels,  so  called,  would  not  average  50  persons 
each,  or  150  more;  total  for  the  hotels,  580;  but,  to  be 
liberal,  say  600.  This  added  to  1,200  gives  1,800  as 
the  capacity  of  all  the  housing  accommodations. 
Now,  as  to  the  transient  crowd,  coming  and  going 
during  possibly  12  hours  of  the  day,  we  are  liable 
to  overestimate  the  number  as  regards  the  demand 
they  may  make  upon  the  toilet  facilities.  Of 
course  they  would  not  be  allowed  to  invade  the 
hotels  to  any  great  extent.  The  City  Engineer  notes 
16  seats,  8  wash  bowls  and  11  urinals  in  the  public 
comfort  station,  the  Veterans  H.  Q.  building  and  the 
Veterans  new  comfort  station;  and  states  that  these 
seem  to  handle  the  situation  very  well.  The  steam- 
boat wharf  has  no  toilets  and  the  R.  R.  station  has 
quite  scanty  accommodations  which  are  far  from 
creditable.  Making  a  guess  of  7,000  transients  the 
City  Engineer  thought  that  an  average  of  five  gal- 
lons of  water  used  by  each  would  be  an  overesti- 
mate. This  would  require  35,000  gallons  daily;  but 
it  is  difficult  to  see  how  7,000  people  could  be  ac- 
commodated by  the  number  of  fixtures  just  stated, 
during  the  daylight  hours;  and  so  we  may  assume 
that  many  visitors  do  not  use  the  facilities  provided^ 
However  we  may  adopt  that  number  and  consider 
that  it  covers  an  allowance  for  future  contingencies. 
For  the  residents  and  more  permanent  sojourn- 
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ers  \vc  may  assume  a  daily  use  of  25  gallons  each, 
for  all  purposes.  This  is  hased  upon  experimental 
meter  ohservations  made  in  dwelling  houses  in 
Hanover  during  one  year,  where  payment  is  on  a 
flat  rate,  the  use  of  water  heing  under  no  restriction. 
Reckoning  on  this  basis: 

Gallons 

1,800  persons  at  25  gallons  each  require  37,000 

7,000  transients  at  5  gallons  each  require  35,000 


72,000 
But  the  the  regular,  all-day  demand  may 
be  reduced  to  three  detention  periods 
of  eight  hours  each.  Hence,  on  emer- 
gencies the  37,000  gallons,  detained  only 
8  hours  would  require  only  one-third 
of  this  volume,  or  say  13,000 

The  allowance  for  transients,  limited  at 
most  to  twelve  hours  may  be  consid- 
ered to  traverse  the  tank  during  1% 
periods,  or  2-3  in  one  period:  Say  25,000 


Total  during  one  period  38,000 

A  tank  48  feet  long,  15  feet  wide  and  7  feet  deep 
of  water  has  a  capacity  of  48X15X7 — 5040  cubic  feet. 
And  this  reduced  to  gallons  is  37,800  gallons. 

A  consideration  that  the  requirements  for  the 
transient  visitors  may  be  quite  over-estimated  lies 
in  the  fact  that  the  principal  consumption  of  water 
by  them  would  be  through  use  of  the  toilet  and 
urinals.  Besides  the  three  sets  already  mentioned 
a  fourth  may  be  anticipated  for  the  railroad  station. 
As  to  the  urinals: — if  all  parties  were  willing  to 
meet  the  expense  of  automatic  flushing,  we  may  cal- 
culate the  consumption  of  water  as  follows:  If  the 
service  of  one  set  required  8  gallons  discharged 
every  three  minutes,  that  would  be  160  gallons  per 
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hour;  and  if  the  management  should  be  so  waste- 
ful as  to  allow  this  through  24  hours,  the  water 
required  would  be  3840  gallons  for  one  set  and  for 
four  sets,  15,360  gallons  per  day.  But  if  the  cost 
of  pumping  water  should  lead  to  limiting  this  serv- 
ice to  12  hours  the  consumption  for  one  set  would 
be  about  2,000  gallons,  and  for  four  sets  about  8,000 
gallons  per  day;— certainly  not  more  than  10,000. 
Subtracting  from  the  35,000  allowed  for  the  tran- 
sients leave  25,000  gallons  for  all  other  possible  uses, 
which  is  so  unreasonably  generous  as  not  to  be  justi- 
fied unless  as  a  provision  for  contingencies  and 
growth  of  the  place; — which  latter  we  are  told  is 
quite  improbable. 

Another  aid  to  making  a  reasonable  guess  on  the 
water  consumption  is  to  be  had  from  records  of  the 
pumping  station.  The  City  Engineer  states  that 
these  records  are  incomplete  and  unreliable,  as 
there  are  no  ineters  to  afford  definite  figures.  But 
he  finds  that  on  one  day  last  August,  during  the  dry 
time,  the  reservoir  lowered  five  feet  (55,000  gallons) 
in  nine  and  one-half  hours,  from  12:30  A.  M.  to  10:00 
A.  M. — This  is  the  time  of  the  largest  consumption 
during  the  day;  and  of  this  some  unknown  fraction 
would  not  reach  the  sewers, — such  as  what  is  used 
in  garages  and  for  lawn  sprinkling,  gardens,  etc.  If 
these  diversions  amount  to  15  per  cent.  (8,250  gal- 
lons), the  balance  (say  47,000  gallons)  is  not  too 
large  a  proportion  of  our  first  total  (72^000),  since 
nine  and  one-half  hours  is  about  two-thirds  of  the 
working  day. 

The  drawing  shows  the  large  tank  divided  into 
two  equal  compartments  by  a  longitudinal  wall. 
The  inlet  to  this  double  tank  is  so  designed  that, — 
by  use  of  a  simple  board-stop,^one  compartment 
may  be  entirely  shut  off"  during  the  long  season  of 
minimum  flow  of  sewage.     Joined  to  the  large  tank 
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is  a  smaller  conipartnient  designed  to  give  a  short 
second  treatment.  The  overflow  from  this  will  pass 
into  a  smaller  chamber  where  chlorination  of  the 
effluent  may  be  effected.  The  tapering  form  of  this 
division  is  given  to  increase  the  rate  of  flow  as  the 
cross-section  becomes  narrower,  so  as  to  facilitate 
the  discharge  into  the  outfall  pipe. 

CHLORINATION 

The  details  regarding  chlorination, — the  argu- 
ment, rate,  limitation,  apparatus,  etc.  are  presented 
in  Dr.  Howard's  report  in  conjunction  with  this. 
Here  we  refer  to  those  features  of  the  drawing 
which  provide  the  housing  and  structural  facilities 
for  the  application  of  the  process.  A  partition  with 
overflow-weir  near  the  end  of  the  tapering  chamber 
separates  a  well  where  the  process  is  effected.  This 
is  so  proportioned  that  the  volume  of  effluent,  flow- 
ing through  and  out  of  it,  is  such  that,  at  time  of 
maximum  flow,  any  given  portion, — say  ten  gallons, 
— will  be  exposed  to  the  action  of  the  chlorine  about 
15  minutes.  The  capacity  of  this  little  chamber  is 
156  cubic  feet  equal  to  1,170  gallons.  The  require- 
ment for  it  is  deterinined  by  the  maximum  flow 
through  it  in8  hours,  which  we  have  set  at  38,000 
gallons.  In  one  hour  this  would  be  4,750  gallons 
and  in  15  minutes  1,180  gallons,  which  agrees  almost 
exactly  with  the  capacity  just  stated. 

The  hut  or  cabin  to  contain  the  chlorinating  ap- 
paratus suggested  in  the  drawing  may  be  of  any 
convenient  size  and  built  of  such  materials  and 
after  such  design  as  the  City  Engineer  may  prefer. 
While  resting  on  the  roof  of  the  tank  it  has  adequate 
support  below,  especially  if  a  little  reinforcement 
is  put  in  the  roof,  and  the  concrete  base  or  under- 
pinning of  the  hut  is  poured  at  the  same  time  with 
the  roof  of  the  tank  below,  and  a  few  anchoring 
bolts  iDlaced  at  the  junction. 
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THE   CAMP   GROUND 


This  section,  cut  off  from  the  rest  of  the  district 
by  the  railroad  right-of-way,  presents  a  distinct 
problem.  An  intercepting  sewer  to  receive  the 
drainage  from  all  of  the  houses  must  follow  nearly 
the  margin  of  shore-line  of  the  lake;  but  this  is  so 
nearly  level,  and  the  surface  so  little  above  the  lake 
surface  that  any  practicable  grade  for  a  sewer  would 
quickly  descend  below  water  level,  if  continued  in 
one  direction  through  nearly  the  1,500  feet  of  dis- 
tance. The  only  solution,  apparently,  is  to  lay  a 
sewer  pipe  from  both  ends  toward  a  central  point, 
into  a  shallow  tank,  and  pump  from  that  through 
a  pipe  laid  on  or  just  beneath  bridge  over  the  rail- 
road track  to  a  junction  with  the  main  sewer.  Even 
so,  such  a  sewer  must  be  laid  near  or  upon  the 
ground  surface  in  some  places  with,  perhaps,  a  low 
mound  for  covering,  where  protection  is  needed.  At 
the  head  of  Simpson  Avenue  the  trench  might  be 
about  three  feet  deep,  but  at  the  foot  of  the  slope 
it  would  be  upon  or  near  the  surface.  From  this 
point  is  a  practicable  grade  to  a  point  just  north 
of  the  center  line  of  the  auditorium,  where  the  sew- 
age might  flow  into  a  shallow  tank  of  which  the 
base  would  be  near  the  lake  level  and  the  depth  of 
sewage  therein  about  four  feet.  From  the  northern 
boundary  of  the  camp  ground  a  sewer  pipe  started 
about  a  foot  below  the  surface  would  have  a  satis- 
factory grade  to  the  same  tank.  The  houses  on  pri- 
vate property  north  of  the  camp  ground  could  be 
served  by  this  branch  also.  A  septic  tank  has  been 
built  already  behind  the  auditorium,  and  the  effluent 
from  this  has  given  offense  on  that  low  ground. 
Whether  that  tank  could  be  utilized  in  this  pro- 
posed scheme  is  doubtful,  as  it  is  probably  on  too 
high    a    foundation.     But,    if    it    would    allow    only 
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three  feet  depth  of  sewage  below  the  inlets  of  the 
branches  just  described,  it  would  serve  as  a  sump 
or  suction-well  for  the  pump  which  would  lift  or 
force  the  sewage  into  the  main  sewer  on  Lakeside 
Avenue.  The  treatment  of  the  camp  ground  is  so 
involved  with  relations  of  the  City  authorities  to  the 
owners  of  the  property,  that  the  details  of  execu- 
tion of  this  proposal  must  be  left  with  the  City  En- 
gineer who  is  familiar  with  all  the  factors  which 
would  affect  the  practicability  of  the  project. 

THE   RAILROAD   STATION 

The  toilets  in  this  station  are  not  up  to  date; — 
so  far  from  it  that  there  is  still  retained  on  the 
women's  side  an  old-fashioned  (colonial!)  privy 
directly  over  the  water  edge  (Oct.  28)  of  the  lake. 
Since  hundreds,  not  to  say  thousands  of  people  alight 
here  daily,  during  the  summer  season,  from  trains 
and  steamboats,  it  seems  obvious  that  the  R.  R.  Co. 
owes  it  to  the  travelling  public  which  throngs  the 
Station  to  provide  toilet  accommodations  at  least 
as  good  and  as  sufficient  as  the  modern  fixtures 
which  it  provides  at  other  stations.  The  notorious 
tendency  of  thoughtless  and  inalicious  people  to 
misuse  and  abuse  such  facilities  for  the  public 
comfort  should  not  be  worse  here  than  elsewhere. — 
It  is  evident  at  a  glance  that  a  sewer  pipe  from  this 
station  can  be  laid  beneath  the  railroad  tracks  so 
as  to  make  a  short  and  direct  connection  with  the 
sewer  on  Lakeside  Avenue. 

SEPTIC  TANKS   OF  FAMILY   SIZE 

On  one  of  the  hillside  streets  we  found  that  a 
family  tank  had  been  built  (underground)  close  to 
the  residence  but  almost  if  not  quite  beyond  the 
street  limit;  and  that  effluent  from  this  in  a  choked 
surface  ditch  had  caused  much  offense  in  the  neigh- 
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borhood,  especially  in  hot  and  "niu<«gy"  weather. 
Evidently  in  such  a  crowded  section,  where  the 
house-lots  are  very  small,  and  the  ground  material 
is  hard  clay  or  clay  hardpan,  as  it  is  here,  individual 
septic  tanks  cannot  be  successfuly  used.  Higher  up 
on  the  hill,  where  the  houses  are  scattered,  in  large 
land  plots,  the  family  tank  may  well  be  adopted 
because  the  effluent  may  be  directed  into  stone- 
filled  pits  and  trenches,  or  other  means  taken  to 
promote  absorption  without  too  much  exposure  to 
the  surface.  Surely  there  is  imperative  need  in 
each  of  these  crowded  side  streets  for  a  lateral  sewer 
to  provide  effective  house  drainage  for  all  buildings. 
Indeed  the  large  estimate  of  sewage  ^o  be  treated 
presupposes  collection  of  the  sewage  from  all  the 
sources  in  this  district,  eventually,  throiigh  a  com- 
pleted system  of  lateral  and  auxiliary  sewers. 

OVERSIGHT  AND   MAINTENANCE 

This  report  was  nearly  completed  when  the  de- 
structive fire  at  The  Weirs  occurred.  If  rebuilding 
is  done,  as  announced  in  the  newspapers,  the  essen- 
tial features  of  this  project  will  not  be  affected, 
since  it  is  concerned  chiefly  wath  the  trunk  line, — 
wdiile  modifications  of  the  plan,  if  any,  would  relate 
only  to  branch  lines.  In  any  case  modifications 
Avould  be  made  under  direction  of  the  City  Engineer. 

It  is  taken  for  granted  that  whatever  is  done 
will  be  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  principles 
and  cautions  set  forth  in  the  N.  H.  Bulletin  on  the 
septic  tank,  edition  of  1924,  which  has  been  widely 
distributed  and  a  copy  of  which  the  City  Engineer 
has  in  hand.  However,  a  copy  is  attached  to  this 
report  to  serve  as  general  specifications  so  far  as 
appropriate  for  this  case.  The  importance  of  intel- 
ligent oversight  and  care  of  the  works,  after  com- 
pletion, to  insure  effective  operation,  is  too  obvious 
to  need  statement. 
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COST  OF  PROJECT 

The  cost  of  such  a  work  must  be  figured  ulti- 
mately at  the  City  Engineer's  office,  where  all  local 
conditions  as  to  cost  of  labor,  cost  of  materials,  etc. 
are  known.  This  report  presents  merely  the  bill 
of  materials,  possible  amount  of  excavation,  etc., 
suflicient  for  figuring  an  approximate  estimate, 
when  the  unit  items  are  determined.*  These  fig- 
ures are  given  on  one  sheet  of  the  drawings.

Dear  Professor  Fletcher: 

You  have  requested  me  to  furnish  a  statement 
discussing  the  chlorination  feature,  in  connection 
with  the  proposal  you  are  preparing  for  submission 
to  the  City  of  Laconia  in  regard  to  sewage  disposal 
at  The  Weirs. 

As  you  are  of  course  aware,  there  is  nothing  new 
or  novel  about  this  kind  of  treatment.  The  first 
one  of  these  in  this  state  was  in  fact  installed  at  La- 
conia as  long  ago  as  1912,  very  largely  for  the  pur- 
pose of  furnishing  a  safeguard  to  the  water  supply 
against  this  particular  sewage  discharge,  and  there 
are  now  in  operation  in  New  Hampshire  some  two 
dozen  installations. 
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A  second  local  installation  is  that  at  the  State 
School  for  Feeble-Minded,  for  treating  the  Opechee 
Lake  supply.  Ten  miles  south  the  city  of  Franklin 
has  two  installations  on  its  water  supply.  At  pres- 
ent there  are  two  equipments  in  use  for  sewage  dis- 
infaction,  one  at  Spofford  Lake,  near  Keene,  the 
other  at  Newmarket  as  employed  by  the  Newmarket 
Housing  Corporation.  The  first  is  a  summer'  alfair 
used  in  connection  with  the  discharge  from  one  of 
the  hotels.  That  at  Newmarket  has  for  a  number 
of  years  been  in  very  successful  use  the  year  arouud 
for  disinfecting  tank  effluent  prior  to  discharge  into 
the  river. 

Sewage  disinfection  by  chlorine  is  a  process  at 
present  very  commonly  employed.  It  may  ])e  in- 
teresting to  know  that  the  largest  plant  of  this  kind 
now  in  operation  is  that  for  treating  the  sewage  of 
Cleveland  prior  to  discharge  into  Lake  Erie,  this 
plant  alone  utilizing  six  and  one-half  tons  of  chlo- 
rine every  twenty-four  hours.  The  propriety  of 
this  process  as  applied  to  the  effluent  from  a  septic 
tank  is  based  upon  the  fact  that  the  elements  in 
sewage  which  cause  disease,  viz.,  the  bacteria,  are 
not  greatly  reduced  as  a  result  of  septic  action.  The 
latter  is  essentially  a  process  of  digestion  whereby 
the  solid  matters  are  decomposed  and  large  gasified, 
the  effluent  thus  unburdened  of  a  large  part  of  the 
original  dissolved  and  suspended  matter,  being  much 
better  fitted  for  soil  percolation.  It  therefore  also 
means  a  large  reduction  in  the  amount  of  waste 
matter  as  discharged  into  a  stream  or  pond,  where 
this  method  of  disposal  is  followed.  The  essential 
point  in  this  connection  is  that  disease  germs  are 
still  likely  to  be  present  in  this  effluent,  and  it  is 
known  that  the  number  of  coli,  or  sewage  bacteria, 
at  this  point  is  still  very  great. 

Coming  now  to  the  arguments  why  the  treatment 
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at  The  Weirs  should  include  chlorination,  four  such 
may  be  advanced.     These  are: 

(1)  This  discharge  goes  into  Lake  Paugus,  from 
which  the  city  draws  its  water  supply.  Admitting 
that  this  lake  represents  a  large  volume  of  water, 
that  there  is  very  large  dilution,  and  that  there  are 
other  pollutive  conditions  on  this  lake,  the  argu- 
ment holds  good  nevertheless.  The  most  danger- 
ous contamination  and  by  far  the  most  extensive 
single  item  is  The  Weirs  sewage,  and  it  is  entirely 
within  the  recognized  possibilities  for  organisms  of 
infection  to  survive  the  travel  from  The  Weirs  chan- 
nel to  the  intake  pipe  of  the  water  works.  Further- 
more, because  there  are  other  conditions  on  Lake 
Paugus  which  are  also  a  menace  is  no  excuse  for 
failing  to  take  proper  action  at  The  Weirs.  Clean 
up  the  arch  offender  and  the  others  can  then  the 
better  be  handled  in  due  course,  by  such  methods 
or  in  such  ways  as  may  seem  proper. 

(2)  Because  of  the  location  close  to  the  ma  hi 
highway,  the  fame  and  importance  of  The  Weirs  as 
a  resort  and  the  fact  that  much  of  the  time  during 
the  summer  the  sewage  discharge  is  of  very  con- 
siderable volume  and  into  a  point  very  close  to  which 
a  considerable  number  of  people  are  congregated. 

(3)  The  fact  that  The  Weirs  sewage  is  by  far 
the  largest  discharge  of  this  kind  now  entering  Lake 
Winnipesaukee  and,  for  anything  anywhere  ap- 
proaching its  size,  may  be  said  to  be  practically  the 
only  one  at  present  not  involving  some  form  of  treat- 
ment,— it  therefore  being  important  as  a  valuable 
object  lesson  that  whatever  action  may  be  taken 
here  shall  l)e  along  modern  lines  recognized  as 
proper. 

(4)  The  fact  that  as  compared  to  the  entire  in- 
stallation the  cost  of  the  disinfection  feature  consti- 
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tutes    a   relatively   rather   insignificant    item,   while 
the  operating  cost  would  be  small. 

There  are  two  types  of  installations  to  be  consid- 
ered for  such  a  purpose,  (1)  the  so-called  "solution 
feed,"  such  as  is  now  in  use  at  the  water  works  and 
which  requires  that  water  under  pressure  be  avail- 
able, and  (2)  the  "dry  feed,"  which  involves  intro- 
duction of  the  dry  gas  direct  into  the  treatment  well 
through  a  diffusing  devise.  E^ither  should  work 
sfitisfactorily;  the  latter  has  the  advantage  of  being 
somewhat  simpler.  In  either  case,  the  ordinary  or 
smaller  types  of  machines  will  deliver  a  maximum 
of  10  to  12  pounds  chlorine  per  24  hours,  or  a  pro- 
portionately smaller  amount  for  lesser  intervals. 
For  a  larger  delivery  rate  it  would  be  necessary  to 
add  an  injector,  with  water  supply  then  for  either 
type. 

However,  it  is  clear  that  the  twelve-pound  max- 
imum would  be  ample  for  The  Weirs  case.  The 
dosage  rate  is  from  5  to  15  parts  per  million,  de- 
pending upon  the  character  of  the  sewage  and  the 
degree  of  disinfection  desired.  In  this  case  it  is 
considered  that  ten  parts  would  be  ample,  this  being  , 
equivalent  to  ten  pounds  per  120,000  gallons.  Profes- 
sor Fletcher  has  estimated  that  based  upon  an 
eight-hour  period  of  most  active  discharge,  the  max- 
imum flow  in  all  except  perhaps  the  most  extraor- 
dinary situations  would  hardly  exceed  38,000  gal- 
lons and  of  course  for  most  of  the  days  during  the 
summer  would  be  substantially  less  than  this.  Al- 
lowing 120,000  gallons  for  the  maximum  24-hour 
CL^pacity  of  12  pounds,  this  would  mean  40,000  gal- 
lons capable  of  being  handled  by  such  machine  at 
this  rate  during  the  8-hour  period,  which  would  be 
ample. 

Usually  a  15-minute  treatment  or  detention  per- 
iod is  allowed.     The  chlorine  chamber  designed  ijy 
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Professor  Fletcher  has  a  capacity  of  1,170  gallons. 
With  a  maximum  flow  of  38,000  gallons  per  eight 
hours  this  would  correspond  to  1,190  gallons  per  15 
minutes,  through  this  chamber.  Obviously  much  of 
the  time,  especially  during  the  night,  there  would  be 
overdosage  but  this  is  not  a  mater  of  any  conse- 
quence, the  only  consideration  being  gas  wastage 
and  this  would  not  be  a  large  item.  It  should  be 
feasible,  if  desired,  to  have  some  responsible  person 
cut  the  feed  down  to  say  one-half  at  6:00  P.  M., 
opening  the  valve  again  the  next  morning. 

Incidentally  it  may  be  stated  that  there  is  no 
danger  involved  from  action  of  the  chlorine  upon 
the  concrete.  As  to  the  cost  (exclusive  of  housing) 
this  would  be  around  five  hundred  dollars.  The 
price  of  the  gas  arose  during  the  war  to  15  cents 
but  it  is  understood  that  at  present  it  sells  for  about 
10  cents.  As  there  would  be  no  occasion  for  chlor- 
ination  from  say  November  1st  to  May  1st,  it  is  ob- 
vious that  the  cost  of  the  chemical  would  be  no 
great  item. 

It  may  be  well  to  emphasize  at  this  point  that 
while  the  amount  of  time  and  attention  required 
for  oversight  of  this  treatment  is  next  to  nothing, 
yet  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  a  certain  amount 
of  regular  attention  be  given  to  such  an  equipment 
by  some  intelligent  responsible  person, — otherwise 
any  idea  of  utilizing  such  a  device  inay  as  well  be 
dismissed  at  once.  In  the  comparatively  few  in- 
stances where  chlorinators  have  not  worked  satis- 
factorily on  water  supplies  this  has  invariably  been 
due  to  neglectful,  careless  or  grossly  ignorant  hand- 
ling, usually  on  the  part  of  some  irresponsible  per- 
son— the  sort  of  person  likely  to  fail  to  appreciate 
that  any  sort  of  mechanical  device,  no  matter  how 
simple,  must  have  at  least  some  intelligent  care  and 
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attention.     The  same  remark  of  course  applies  as 
well  to  the  septic  tank.

REPORT  OF  STATE  SANITARY  ENGINEER  DISCUSSING  BRIEFLY 

THE   PLAN   AND   PROFILE    MAP   USED   IN   THE    STUDY 

AND  SUGGESTED  DESIGN  OF  A  WEIRS  SEWAGE 

DISPOSAL    SYSTEM 

The  plan  and  profile  sheet  enclosed  as  a  part  of 
President  Robert  Fletcher's  report  was  made  witli 
the  aid  of  an  old  blue  print  map  which  the  City 
Engineer  furnished  us  with  in  addition  to  leveling 
notes  made  by  a  survey  party  from  his  office.  The 
plan  shows  the  general  location  of  the  main  line 
along  Lakeside  Avenue  with  the  treatment  plant  and 
outfall  pipe;  also,  the  camp  ground  line  along  the 
lake  shore  and  possible  location  of  tank  and  pump 
outfit. 

The  final  grade  of  the  line  from  the  proposed 
manhole  at  New  Hampshire  Avenue  to  the  tank 
is  shown  on  the  profile  from  an  elevation  of  four 
feet  below  the  surface  grade  at  New  Hampshire 
Avenue  to  an  elevation  of  seven  feet  above  the  in- 
side bottom  of  the  first  tank. 
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Assuming  values  of: 

11    =   .015    (usual  friction  co-effi- 
cient for  vitrified  pipe). 
Max.  flow  of  sew-  ] 
age    plus   ground  V  =  0.6  cubic  feet  per  second

it  would  require  corresponding  values  of: 

Size  of  pipe  8  inches. 

Slope  of  sewer  0.6  of  a  foot  per  100  feet. 

However,  due  to  the  resultant  10  feet  or  more 
cut  at  the  deepest  points  and  the  difficult  digging 
that  is  likely  to  be  encountered  and  also  to  the  fact 
that  the  tanks  should  be  kept  above  water  level  if 
possible,  this  grade  has  necessarily  been  flattened 
and  the  velocity  will  be  correspondingly  less.  There- 
fore in  suggesting  this  final  line  it  was  found  that 
the  critical  elevation  determining  the  grade  was  the 
lowest  possible  elevation  for  the  entrance  of  sewage 
into  the  first  septic  tank.  It  seems  quite  important 
to  obtain  the  best  grade  possible  to  secure  a  scour- 
ing velocity,  thus  minimizing  the  danger  of  clogging 
up  the  line.  The  off  season  flow  will  be  so  small 
that  the  velocity  of  flow  will  be  very  slow  and  any 
slight  increase  in  slope  will  help  to  prevent  deposits 
in  the  sewer. 

I  have  attempted  to  estimate  very  roughly  the 
cost  of  a  part  of  the  project,  namely  that  part  ex- 
clusive of  the  camp  ground,  because  it  presents  so 
many  ])roblems  that  require  working  out.

The  statistical  report  of  the  Laconia  Hospital  for 
the  year  1924,  reveals  a  very  amazing  and  marked 
increase  over  the  report  of  1923,  in  fact,  the  increase 
has  been  very  nearly  50  per  cent.  There  can  be  no 
question  now  as  to  whether  or  not  we  needed  the 
new  addition,  and  even  this  early,  we  are  handi- 
capped in  supplying  ward  beds. 

I  think  a  few  figures  of  comparison  will  show 
very  clearly  what  our  institution  has  done  toward 
enlarging  and  broadening  its  service.

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of  the  hospital,  and  managed  under  capable  heads, 
both  day  and  night,  has  grown  a  great  deal.  It  is 
the  splendid  equipment  in  this  department,  fur- 
nished by  the  Baby  Band  and  the  Alumni,  that  has 
made  it  possible  for  the  obstetrical  work  to  increase. 

The  figures  showing  the  number  of  operations, 
averaging  better  than  two  a  day,  means  that  both 
operating  rooms  have  been  kept  very  busy.  The 
operating  room  supervisor  has  very  capably  han- 
dled this  work,  and  has  made  possible  the  success 
of  this  department.  In  speaking  of  our  surgical 
work,  I  must  mention  the  ever  increasing  popularity 
of  the  Gas  Oxygen  outfit,  given  to  the  Hospital  by 
the  Curtain  Band.  The  dread  of  anesthesia  has 
been  greatly  reduced  by  the  use  of  this  machine. 

The  laboratory  work  at  the  Hospital  has  met 
with  great  success,  and  we  are  much  better  able  to 
follow  up  and  diagnose  cases  by  the  work,  so  ef- 
fectively done  there  by  one  of  our  local  physicians. 

The  X-Ray  work  has  increased  tremendously, 
and  much  new  technique  has  been  accomplished 
this  year.  The  graduate  nurse  in  charge  of  the 
X-Ray  Department,  having  had  special  instructions 
for  several  weeks  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hos- 
pital, has  enlarged  very  much  on  the  work  done  in 
the  previous  years. 

I  feel  that  one  great  step  taken  forward  in  1924 
is  becoming  standardized  by  the  American  College 
of  Surgeons.  Great  credit  is  due  the  physicians  for 
this  recognition,  because  their  efforts  have  aided  us 
greatly  This  means  that  now  the  Laconia  Hospital 
is  rated  with  the  best  in  the  country. 

At  present,  there  are  19  pupil  nurses  in  the  train- 
ing school.  Graduating  exercises  were  held  in  the 
High  School  Auditorium  in  May,  when  three  nurses 
received  their  diplomas.  The  Training  School  has 
met  the  requirements  of  the  State  the  past  year. 
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Great  credit  is  due  all  members  of  the  faculty 
for  the  successful  management  of  this  great  part  of 
the  Hospital. 

The  ever  ready  support  of  the  Hospital  Aid  has 
been  as  constant  during  1924  as  for  many  years  in 
the  past.  They  have  generously  given  of  money, 
strength,  time  and  labor.  One  item  of  special  in- 
terest given  by  them  recently  is  two  wheel  chairs, 
which  were  needed  greatly. 

The  various  bands  have  also  contributed  most 
freely,  and  have  kept  the  hospital  needs  well  sup- 
plied. 

This  report  could  not  be  completed  without  my 
thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  their  support  through  the  past  year.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Mr.  Arthur  W   Spring, 
Forest  Fire  Warden, 
Laconia,  N.  H. 
Dear  Mr.  Spring: 

In  reappointing  you  for  the  j'^ear  1925,  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  state  that  forest  fire  protection  in  New 
Hampshire  improves  with  each  succeeding  year  and 
that  we  can  well  feel  gratified  at  this  showing.  It 
is  not  proposed  to  show  here  just  how  it  continues 
to  improve  as  that  is  a  function  more  proper  for 
the  departmental  News  Letter.  I  do  want  you  to 
know  however,  that  this  reappointment  is  not  a 
perfunctory  matter  but  a  recognition  of  your  good 
work  Vv^iich  is  appreciated. 

This  year's  reappointment  is  in  the  form  of  a 
handy  identification  card  which  can  be  carried  on 
the  person  at  all  times  without  inconvenience.  In 
the  past,  instances  have  come  up  when  a  warden's 
authority  to  perform  certain  duties  has  been  ques- 
tioned and  this  c£;rd  on  presentation  should  tend 
to  eliminate  all  such  occurrences.  This  does  not 
mean  that  the  badge  with  which  you  are  furnished 
need  not  be  worn.  On  the  contrary,  the  purpose 
of  this  rdditional  identification  is  not  served  unless 
backed  up  by  a  warden's  badge  of  authority. 

In  looking  back  to  consider  the  good  results  in 
some  lines  of  our  work  during  the  past  year,  one 
characteristic  of  the  manner  in  which  it  was  per- 
formed  seems   much   important.     Taking   roadside 
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slash  disposal  as  an  example,  that  is  a  matter  which 
has  required  little  attention  from  this  office.  While 
this  is  due  in  part  to  less  operating  by  the  lumber- 
men, I  feel  that  the  manner  in  which  the  wardens 
have  handled  violations  of  the  law  is  largely  re- 
sponsible for  this  fine  condition.  Lumbermen,  if 
tactfully  approached,  like  to  be  told  of  violations  by 
the  warden  himself  rather  than  to  have  the  matter 
reported  to  us  and  made  a  state  record.  Spark  ar- 
rester and  other  wood  and  timber  operating  require- 
ments will  also  need  less  attention  if  tactfully  han- 
dled when  violations  occur.  This  same  manner  of 
dealing  with  persons  responsible  for  having  started 
fires  in  violation  of  law  will  no  doubt  result  in  set- 
tling a  great  many  more  cases  to  the  satisfaction  of 
all  concerned  In  other  words,  tact  and  diplomacy 
in  our  work  can  play  a  large  part  and  should  be 
the  watchword  in  the  performance  of  our  duties. 

Another  matter  which  I  desire  to  call  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  wardens  particularly,  is  that  of  grant- 
ing brush  burning  permits.  Twelve  per  cent.  (12) 
of  all  our  fires  during  the  past  four  years  started 
from  burning  brush.  A  few  fires  were  kindled  with- 
out permits  and  suitable  action  has  been  taken.  Most 
of  the  fires,  however,  were  started  with  the  permis- 
sion of  the  warden.  I  believe  that  this  high  percent- 
age of  fires  warrants  our  being  more  strict  in  the 
matter  of  granting  permits  and  trust  that  you  will 
have  this  in  mind  when  asked  for  permits  next 
year 

We  are  interested  to  know  if  you  have  received 
the  News  Letter  and  if  you  have  any  suggestions  to 
make  tending  to  make  it  more  worthwhile  as  a  me- 
diurri  of  information  to  the  wardens.  To  that  end, 
a  space  has  been  set  aside  for  your  comments  on 
the  enclosed  card.  We  hope  that  good  ideas  may 
be  gleaned  from  your  replies  which  will  make  the 
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Letter  more  fully  serve  its  intended  purpose.  You 
will  also  request  supplies  for  the  coming  year  on 
this  card  and  it  should  be  returned  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible in  order  to  give  us  ample  time  in  which  to  put 
up  and  mail  such  supplies  before  the  opening  of  the 
fire  season.

The  older  trees  are  now  grad- 
ually dying,  caused  by  the  macadam  sidewalks  and 
Tarvia  roads,  there  is  no  space  left  for  moisture  at 
the  base  of  the  trees. 

During  the  coming  year,  there  is  much  pruning 
to  be  done  to  maple  trees,  and  I  would  suggest  the 
removal  of  dead  limbs  on  all  tress-

REPORT  of  PARK  COMMISSION 


Laconia,  N.  H.,  February  1,  1925. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Laconia: 
Gentlemen : 

For  your  consideration  the  Park  Commission 
are  pleased  to  submit  their  tenth  annual  report. 

The  season  of  1924  at  Leavitt  Park  Playground 
saw  an  increase  in  attendance  and  enthusiasm  over 
all  previous  seasons.  Mr.  Charles  Peterson,  who 
had  charge  of  the  boys  was  exceedingly  conscien- 
tious in  his  duties  and  work,  adding  new  interest  in 
track  contests  by  means  of  certificates  to  be  won  on 
points.  He  also  installed  props  and  baskets  for 
basketball  and  this  proved  to  be  quite  an  attrac- 
tion, although  with  the  shifting  attendance  of  a  pub- 
lic playground,  it  was  rather  difficult  to  keep  a  team 
organized. 

Miss  Jones,  with  the  girls  assistance,  staged  a 
simple  pageant,  which  showed  future  possibilities 
along  the  same  line;  coached  a  large  class  in  bas- 
ketry, and  awakened  quite  a  little  interest  among 
the  girls  in  basketball,  also. 

As  to  recommendations  it  is  quite  necessary  that 
a  suitable  place  be  provided  for  storing  all  play- 
ground equipment.  This  could  easily  be  arranged 
by  using  the  basement  in  the  ell  of  the  house  at  the 
Park  (installing  a  large  locker,  cementing  the  floor, 
and  putting  in  an  electric  light) ;  the  tennis  court 
should  be  lengthened,  recovered  and  refilled  where 
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it  has  been  gutted  by  heavy  rains;  a  place  should 
be  levelled  and  rolled  for  croquet  ground,  v^here  it 
can  be  supervised  by  one  of  the  directors;  some  ar- 
rangement should  be  made  whereby  the  children 
can  get  to  and  from  the  beach,  without  discommod- 
ing those  who  own  or  occupy  land  between  the  play- 
ground and  the  beach. 

There  are  numerous  other  recommendations 
which  could  be  made  along  the  line  of  a  well 
equipped  playground  but  these  mentioned  are  made 
with  a  view  of  keeping  in  repair,  and  taking  care 
of  what  has  already  been  started. 

The  playground  at  Opechee  Park  was  under  the 
direction  of  Mr,  Edward  Warren,  Jr.,  ably  assisted 
by  Miss  Annabelle  Dodds,  both  of  Laconia. 

The  interest  and  enthusiasm  the  directors  had 
in  their  work  insured  its  success  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  season, 

A  well  arranged  program  beginning  with  the  flag 
raising  and  setting-up  exercises  at  9:30  each  morn- 
ing, included  baseball,  basketball,  volley  ball,  cro- 
quet and  swimming.  The  pleasure  the  young  people 
took  in  all  these  health  giving  games  and  exercises 
was  attested  to  by  the  large  attendance  throughout 
the  season. 

On  the  evening  of  August  7th,  the  boys  and  girls 
of  the  playground  presented  a  pageant  "The  Magic 
Path."  This  entertainment  was  staged  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  H.  Hawley  of  New  York, 
a  representative  of  the  National  Playground  and 
Recreation  Association  of  America,  the  directors  of 
the  playground  and  a  splendid  committee  of  men 
and  women  interested  in  the  young  people  of  the 
city. 

The  pageant  was  enjoyed  by  a  large  and  appre- 
ciative audience,  and  was  so  thoroughly  successful 
that  many  who  saw  it  expressed  the  wish  that  a 
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similar   entertainment   be   given   another  year. 

The  boys  annual  over-night  camping  trip  to  Mt. 
Belknap  was  taken  in  company  with  a  group  of 
boys  from  Leavitt  Park  Playground.  The  night 
spent  in  the  open  proved  an  interesting  experience 
to  the  directors  as  well  as  the  boys  taking  the  trip. 

The  older  girls  of  the  playground,  under  the  care 
of  Miss  Dodds,  enjoyed  a  two-day's  camping  trip 
to  Lake  Shore  Park  and  were  delighted  with  this 
outing. 

During  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  season,  a  doll 
carriage  parade,  a  Teddy  Bear  parade,  and  circus 
parade  served  to  interest  the  children  and  drew 
large  audiences  of  interested  friends  and  parents. 

In  August  the  directors  of  both  playgrounds  met 
with  members  of  the  Park  Commission  to  discuss 
details  of  work,  and  consider  plans.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  monthly  meetings  of  the  playground 
staff  be  held  next  season,  in  order  that  the  work  be 
strengthened  and  unified. 

The  value  of  supervised  playgrounds  is  fully 
appreciated  by  the  people  of  Laconia,  and  the  City 
Council  is  generous  in  its  appropriation  for  this 
work.  It  will  logically  follow  that  before  many 
years  we  shall  have  an  all  the  year  round  director 
of  recreation,  and  thus  provide  supervised  recrea- 
tion for  our  young  people  for  twelve  months,  each 
year,  rather  than  for  ten  weeks  as  we  are  doing 
at  the  present  time. 

As  suggested  in  our  last  report  a  small  sum  ot 
money  was  expended  for  equipment  at  the  South 
Main  S:reet  Playground,  while  no  paid  instructor 
was  employed,  your  commission  feel  that  the  num- 
ber of  smaller  children  who  made  use  of  the  pro- 
vision made  for  their  benefit  would  have  justified  a 
much   larger  expenditure  of  money. 

Your  commission   would  recommend   that  some 
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new  equipment  be  installed  this  season  and  an  in- 
structor employed  at  least  a  part  of  each  day. 

United  efforts  of  your  honorable  body  and  the 
commission  ably  aided  by  our  citizens  has  placed 
a  suitable  entrance  gate  at  Opechee  Park  and  en- 
closed the  westerly  side  of  the  park  with  an  orna- 
mental fence,  we  hope  this  may  be  continued  this 
year  and  the  entire  area  enclosed. 

The  commission  wish  to  thank  the  various  de- 
partments of  our  City  Government  and  our  citizens 
for  their  earnest  efforts  to  make  the  playground 
movement  a  success  in  our  city.
